The world of international relations is a complex 
arena—and most people remain spectators. With the 
"Inter-Nation Simulation Kit ” students investigate 
this world in the classroom. Working in hours rather 
than years, teams of students, acting as 
decision-makers, represent nations that form 
coalitions, trade and even wage war. Each nation is 
distinguished by such features as their varied forms 
of government, population, resources and technical 
achievements. As students act and react within 
this framework, the complex world of foreign policy 
and international politics becomes understandable. 


How it works 

Although the number of nations and participants will 
vary with class size, usually each nation has 
five decision-makers. A Head of State oversees the 
activities of each nation, and a diplomat represents 
his country at meetings of the "International 
Organization.” 

Simulations programmed in the "Kit” are played in 
periods of forty to ninety minutes. At the beginning 
of the first session, the instructor, acting as a 
simulation director, provides each nation with 
information about its form of government, defense 
position, and basic resources. Every country also 
receives knowledge about the political, economic, and 
military characteristics of the other nations. Using 
this information and working on their own, the 
leaders of each nation plan their goals and 
strategies for the period. 
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For college and high school 

The "Inter-Nation Simulation Kit" can be used 
wherever foreign policy and international relations 
are studied: as in history, civics, political science 
or any of the other social sciences. Schools which 
conduct model UN's may also use " Inter-Nation 
Simulation ' (INS) as a follow-up exercise to 
examine the entire world of politics, in which the 
United Nations plays only a part. For higher-level 
courses, the " Kit" enables the student researcher 
to construct and modify political theories easily, and 
to make comparisons with data from the 
international system. 


Research and development 

The "Inter-Nation Simulation ' (INS) was created 
in the late 1950's by Professor Harold Guetzkow and 
his colleagues as a research and teaching tool for 
the International Relations Program at Northwestern 
University .* Shortly thereafter. Dr. Cleo H. 
Cherryholmes and other teachers began using it 
in the high school. 

The original content of the INS is based upon 
substantive research on simulated international 
processes sponsored initially by the Carnegie 
Foundation of New York. Further research regarding 
the simulation was conducted in the I960's, with 
the later results being incorporated into the model 
developed for the Science Research Associate's "Kit."

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Program materials comprising the Kit: 

Participants’ Manual: This handbook describes 
in detail the participants’ roles, the simulation 
operations, and the use of the forms in the program. 

Main Decision Form: This form is used by the 
student to record actions of his nation for each period, 
with the exception of force utilization planning. The 
form is constructed 1) to report the condition of the 
nation at the beginning of each period, 2) to record 
important decisions in the nation during 
the simulation period, and 3) to summarize the 
characteristics of the nation at the end of the session. 
The initial conditions of the exercise may be fictional 
or factual, building upon data supplied in the 
Teacher s or Instructor s Manual. 

Forms for Planning : These five forms are used 
by the student for planning their operations. They are 
entitled: Inter-Nation Agreement Form, Exchange 
Record, Statement of Goals and Strategies, Official 
Advisory Form and the Force Utilization Plan. 

Teacher’s and Instructor’s Manuals: The 

guides discuss the tables used for generating outcome 
and the relationships embodied in the simulation 
model. Numerous suggestions for classroom use in a 
variety of settings are also included. The Teacher s 
Manual is used with the high school program, and 
the Instructor s Manual is geared for college program.
